Knocks Out Method of 
Screening Civilians— 
New York Censorship 
Law Found Invalid— 
Other Rulings. 


WASHINGTON, June 29 (AP) 
~The Supreme Court ruled to- 
day there is no present authority 
for the far-flung industrial secur- 
ity program which screens ci- 
vilian workers in private plants 
holding defense contracts. 

The program covers 3,000,000 
.workers. They must meet gov- 
ernment security standards to 
look at classified information. 
Without such clearance some are 
useless to their employers and 
are dismissed. 

Chief Justice Warren delivered 
the court’s decision. Justice 
Clark was the only dissenter. 


Issues in Case. 

The decision was given on an 
appeal by William L. Greene, 
who formerly made $18,000 a 
year as a vice president of 
Engineering and Research Corp. 
in Riverdale, Md. The firm had 
@ navy contract. 

In April, 1953 the Navy re- 
voked Greene’s clearance and 
the firm discharged him. The 
Navy based its action on find- 
ings that Greene had associated 
with Communist party members 
and Communist spies} that his 
former wife was a Communist 
and that Greene had maintained 
a sympathetic association with 
officials at the Soviet embassy. 
Greene and his former wife were 
divorced in 1947, 

Warren’s opinion said that the 
decision of the majority was 
only that “in the absence of ex- 
plicit authorization from either 
the President or Congress, the 
respondents (Nav: officials) 
were not empowered to deprive 
Greene of his job in a 
ing in which he was not afforded 
the safeguards of confrontation 
and cross examination.” 

The type of hearing given 
Greene, said Warren, ‘“‘was the 
product of* administrative deci- 
sion not explicitly authorized by 
either Congress or the Presi- 
dent.” 

Warren added: 

*‘Whether these procedures un- 
der the circumstances comport 
with the Constitution we do not 
decide. Nor do we decide 
whether the President has inher- 
ent authority to creat such a 
program, whether congressional 
action is necessary or what the 
limits on executive or legislative 
authority may be.” 

Censorship Law Voided. 

In another case, the Supreme 
Court struck down the New York 
state movie censorship law as 
unconstitutional. 

The ruling set aside a bar on 


the film “Lady Chatterley’s 
Lover.” 
All nine justices agreed in 


holding that the bar on “Lady 
Chatterley’s Lover” was im- 
proper. 

However, four justices said the 
court moved too swiftly in strik- 
ing down the New York law. 
They were Justices Harlan, 
Whittaker, Clark and Frankfur- 
ter. Justice Stewart delivered 
the court’s main opinion.

Failure to Boost Tax 
Causes Budget Cuts 
—50 Other Jobs to 
Be Eliminated. 


Eighty-four employes in the 
Board of Education’s building 
department will be laid off 
Wednesday because of cuts in 
the school budget, Harold E. 
Dessau, acting commissioner of 
school buildings, said today. 

4In addition, 50° job vacancies 
in the building department will | 
not be filled, he said. Most of 
the vacancies are for summer 
jobs being eliminated. 

The building department’s | 
budget was reduced by $545,408 
as part of an over-all school 
budget reduction of $1,214,086. 
This action was taken last 
Wednesday by the School Board 
because of the failure of the 13- 
cent tax increase proposal in 
April. 

Of the 84 being laid off, 77 are 
maintenance ._workers in the 
shops division. Dessau said car- 
penters and painters will be the 
crafts hardest hit by the lay-off, 
which is expected to save $157,- 
000 in wages during the fiscal 
year which begins Wednesday. 


No Money Available. 


Dessau said the layoffs would 
remain in effect for the entire | 
fiscal year. ‘‘Even if we should | 
have the work for them, we | 
don’t have the money to pay 
them,” he remarked. 

The maintenance force will be 
reduced from 315 to 238 workers, 
184.0f whom will be assigned to 
regular maintenance projects 
and 54 of whom will do bond 
issue work. The latter group | 
will be paid from bond issue | 
funds and not from the building | 
department’s operating budget | 
of $6,028,519. 

Dessau originally recom- | 
mended that the maintenance | 
force be reduced by 97 men, to | 
218. However, the School) 
Board’s budget committee, head- 
ed by Oscar A. Ehrhardt, disre- 
garded the recommendation and 
reduced the force by 77. 


Planning Nearly Ended. 


The other seven to be laid off 
include three laborers, one archi- 
tect, one mechanical engineer, 
one draftsman and one staff en- 
gineer. The architect, mechani- 
cal engineer and draftsman are 
no longer needed because plan- 
ning for bond issue projects is 
almost completed, Dessau said. 

Vacancies which will not be 
filled include 24 summer gard- 
eners, four full-time gardeners 
and 10 summer laborers, all in 
the landscape division; six custo- 
dians and one matron; two sum- 
mer stenographers and one full- 
time stenographer, and one clerk. 

The seven layoffs combined 
with the 50 posts which will not 
be filled will save $124,029, it 
was estimated.

CONVICTS SEED 
AFTER ESCAPING 
WITH HOSTAGE 


Guards, Don Their 
Uniforms and Climb 
Prison Wall.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 29— 


Two long-term St. Louis convicts quart. 


were recaptured today about a 
half hour after they brake out of 
the Missouri State Penitentiary 
and fled with a hostage. 

They were identified by 


Bradley and Gene Barnes. The 
warden said Bradley, 23 years 
old, is serving four life terms for 
murder and robbery, and Barnes, 
24, is serving a 17-year sentence 
for robbery and assault. 

The break occurred shortly be- 
fore noon as Bradley and 
Barnes finished their midday 
meal. They suddenly turned on 
three guards when they reached 
the prison factory, threatening 
them with knives. 

The guards, Sgt. G. D: Wil- 
liams and Edward E. Hake and 
Lester Terry, were forced to 
partially disrobe. The convicts 
then dressed in the guard uni- 
forms. They carried a make- 
shift ladder, which they had pre- 
viously constructed and hidden, 
to the north wall. 


The three quickly climbed to 
a tower and overpowered Guard 
Chester Connett, disarming him. 
Connett was forced to accom- 
pany them down the other side 
of the wall, but he was released 
when they neared the Missouri 
river. 

The guards who had been 
forced to disrobe had been 
locked in a closet. They finally 
broke down a door and gave an 
alarm: The convicts had man- 
aged to swim half way across 
the river when the break was 
discovered by prison authorities. 

Guards fired several warning 
shots over the heads of the 
swimmers and they returned to 
custody. 

Bradley received his first life 
sentence Dec. 1, 1956 when he 
pleaded guilty in circuit court 
of killing Patrolman Thomas P.

WASHINGTON, June 29—The 
strontium-90 content of milk sup- 
plies in the St. Louis area in 
April reached the highest level 
ever recorded in the United 
States, soaring beyond the maxi- 
mum that has

tional radiological commission, 
the Post-Dispatch learned today. 


Figures which are expected to 
be made public by the United 
States Public Health Service in 
the near future show St Louis 
milk supplies contained 37.3 mi- 
cromicrocuries (mmc) of the ra- 
dioactive isotope per liter. 
This exceeds by 4.3 mmc the 
level of 33 recommended last 
year by the International Com- 
mission on Radiological Pro- 
tection as the maximum safe 
concentration of strontium-90. 
Strontium-90, a product of nu- 
clear explosions, falls on the 
grass and soil and enters- milk 
supplies when the grass is eaten 
y cows. Scientists disagree as 
to the extent it causes leukemia 
and bone cancer.

A curie is a measure of radio- 
activity equivalent to that pro- 
duced by one gram of radium, 
and a micromicrocurie is one 
millionth of a millionth of 
rie. A liter is approxima

He pointed out that the con- 
centration “is within the maxi- 
mum permissible and safety lim- 
its’’ recommended by the Nation- 
al Committee on Radiological 
Protection and Measurements, a 
scientific group.

“The St. Louis level is a very 
recent peak,” Dr. Weber said. 
“We may find that the level will 
be substantially lower in future 
months.

from a public health standpoint 
than individual monthly concen- 
trations, which often fluctuate 
widely.

NUON REPORT 1 
NO ANSWER SAYS 
LYNDON JOHNSON 


WASHINGTON, June 29 (AP) | 
—A cabinet committee’s report | 
on inflation was criticized by 
Senate Democratic Leader Lyn- 
don B. Johnson of Texas today 
as offering no solution. 


Johnson told the Senate the 
recommendation made by a 
committee headed by Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon 
“falls short of what is needed 
at the present time.” 


“The report is much more an 
effort to justify steps already 
taken and recommendations al- 
ready made than it is an effort 
to analyze our current situa-- 
tion,””’ Johnson said. 


“All of us want to fight infla- 
tion and to insure growth. Being 
against inflation is very much 
like being against sin. 


“But we don’t contribute to 
the fight against inflation mere- 
ly by issuing reports which an- 
nounce solemnly that a series of 
partisan recommendations have 
economic sanctity.” 


Johnson said the report does 
not cover adequately one of the 
most serious aspects of inflation 
—mounting costs of money.” 


“Few things have contributed 
as much to inflation as rising 
interest rates,” he said. ‘The 
only thing the report said spe- 
cifically about this question is

TORONTO, June 29 (AP) — 
Queen Elizabeth II received the 
biggest noisiest reception of her 
Canadian tour on her arrival in 
Toronto today. 

More than 6000 persons over- 
flowed a temporary grandstand 
erected on the pier where the 
royal yacht Britannia tied up. 
Several thousand others were 
standing around a huge en- 
closure.

Tomorrow the Queen breaks 
the routine of formal ceremonies 
for two of her favorite diver- 
sions, horse racing and the the- 
ater. 

Canada’s top racing event, the 
Queen’s Plate, will be run here 
tomorrow, with the Queen and 
Philip watching. 

At nearby Stratford, the Shake-

Conversely, if the future re- 
development areas provided for 
“adequate, self - contained park- 
ing,”’ the parking demand for 
the proposed memorial garage 
could be reduced to only 450 to 
650 spaces, the engineers re- 


ported.

On Nuclear Tests 


While our test cessation talks are 
going on at Geneva, we are wit- 
nessing in this country an increas- 
ing effort to undermine these ne- 
gotiations. 

As one who believes that all nu- 
clear tests should cease, I would 
like to summarize the reasons for 
my belief. The arguments in order 
of importance are: 


(1) The First Step. The world 
must take the first step away from 
war on the road to peace. The 
tempo of the arms race must abate 
and I believe that ceasing tests on 
4 global basis is a rational first ap- 
proach. . 


(2) The Nth Power. France is 
getting ready to knock on the door 
of the three-member nuclear club. 
It will soon become the fourth nu- 
clear power. Then there will be 
inevitably a fifth and a sixth mem- 
ber as nuclear arms spread to 
emaller and less responsible na- 
tions. The Soviets must be con- 
scious of the extreme danger that 
this represents to the stability of 
world peace. 


(3) Warhead Limitation. Present 
model warheads for ballistic mis- 
siles range from a yield of below 
one megaton (1,000,000 tons of TNT 
equivalent) to several times the one- 
megaton value. Continued testing 
will multiply the explosive force of 
these missile warheads. A techno- 
logical brake can be applied to 
this development now. In retro- 
spect, had the brake been used last 
year, the multimegaton bomb 
proved out by Soviet testers in 
the 1958 test series would still be 
unproved. 


(4) Defense Imbalance. Further 
testing places more and more em- 
phasis and reliance upon nuclear 
weapons in our defense establish 
ment. Greater dependence upon nu- 
clear weapons creates imbalance in 
our defense posture and limits mili- 
tary response to acts of provoca- 
tion. 


(5) United States Nuclear Lead. 
An unofficial count of bomb tests to 
date shows that the United States 
has tested approximately 100 more 
nuclear devices than its competi- 
tion. In a poker game, if you can 
get out with a big pile of chips it’s 
th your advantage. 

(6) Fear of Fall-Out. The global 
hazard from nuclear testing is real, 
not imaginary as test advocates 
would have one believe, and it 
poses a moral decision for the test 
nation. However, certain test curbs 
such as underground detonation and 
megaton test limits restrict this 
hazard. 

I have deliberately placed item 
(6) at the end of the list because I 
believe first things come first. Get- 
ting an agreement which minimizes 
radiation hazards does not solve 
the problem of the uncontrolled 
arms race.

The Uses of Disorder 


There is a certain merit in the contention 
of Stephen K. Bailey that many weaknesses 
of American government result from “struc- 
tural limitations” of the political parties, and 
that these limitations “‘virtually insure a gov- 
ernment by fits and starts” that is not truly 
accountable to a national popular majority. 
But it is easier to identify the defects than 
it is to suggest workable remedies, as Prof. 
Bailey tries to do in a study published by the 
Fund for the Republic. 


Most thoughtful persons can agree with his 
suggestion that the Twenty-Second Amend- 
ment, which limits the President to two terms, 
should be repealed. This amendment was 
supported by conservative Republicans re- 
acting to the nightmare of another F.D.R. 
The country has now found that, while the 
amendment limits a president to eight years 
in the White House, it actually limits his peak 
effectiveness to four. The power of any pol- 
itician begins to wane when it is known he 
cannot be re-elected. President Eisenhower 
has stoutly maintained he sees no diminution 
in his authority; were he by nature a strong 
president, however, it would be readily dis- 
cernible to him as it is to others. 


Prof. Bailey’s second remedy for what he 
sees as a “‘structural fault” in the Constitu- 
tion is to change the terms of members of 
the House of Representatives from two to 
four years and those of Senators from six 
to eight years. All the members of the House 
and half the members of the Senate would 
be chosen in every presidential election. This, 
he maintains, would almost certainly bring 
about a working majority for the President 
in both Houses, would reduce campaign pres- 
sures and would give Representatives more 
time to learn their jobs. 


If this is true, is it desirable? The purpose 
of the two-year term for Representatives is 
to make the House sensitive to the national 
will. Each of the men and women elected 
every two years represents a constituency of 
several hundred thousand persons; Repre- 
sentatives should not represent the White 
House nor be too tightly bound to it. One- 
third of the Senators are elected every two 
years, which makes the Senate a continuing 
body overlapping presidential elections. The 
disadvantages of electing half the Senators in 
each presidential year outweigh the advan- 
tages insofar as the present system provides 
representation to the states. 
changes would, in Prof. Bailey’s view, en- 
hance the possibility of one-party control of 
the government, but would they facilitate 
representative government? 

~ * * 

Some of Prof. Bailey’s objectives are laud- 
able: To create mass-based, long-range and 
partially tax-supported national party financ- 
ing; to expand two-party competition into all 
districts; to create permanent formal advisory 
bodies and staffs to both national committees; 
to strengthen party policy committees in Con- 
gress, and to find a mathematical formula for 
computing congressional seniority that would 
give added weight to legislators who come 
from competitive two-party districts. Finding 
a way of changing the seniority system under 
which veteran office holders advance to chair- 
manships of committees solely on the basis 
of length of service has long been a goal of 
political scientists. No one has as yet pro- 
posed a system that is both practical and 
possible of attainment. 

The direction of Prof. Bailey’s suggestions 
is toward bringing order out of what he calls 
“‘America’s traditional disorder” as a means 
of living successfully in the twentieth cen- 
tury. This is good up to a point, but we 
suspect that a modicum of disorder is in- 
evitable and even desirable in what has 
proved to be a remarkably resilient system. 
Politics remains an art and not a science. 


At the Last Ditch 


Closing all public schools is the last desper- 
ate means left open to Southern segregation- 
ists trying to defy the integration law, and 
that is the step which the Board of Super- 
visors of Prince Edward county in Virginia 
has now taken. Presumably the county will 
now attempt makeshift private gchools for 
whites only. In an Arkansas speech, Gov. 
Faubus predicts that such schools may set a 
new educational pattern. 

If this is to be a pattern, it is hardly educa- 
tional, for the private high schools established 
in Little Rock did not compare with the 
closed public schools. But Faubus is hardly 
the best prophet. Little Rock turned on Gov. 
Faubus, and its school board is now pledged 
to reopen public schools with integration. 
And Virginia’s Gov. Almond, having tried 
every legal means of obstructing integration. 
finally retreated after repeated court orders. 

Prince Edward county for the moment is 
following the discredited course of Gov. Fau- 
bus rather than the sensible course of Vir- 
ginia’s own Governor. But for how long will 
the people of that county be willing to con- 
demn their childdren to second-rate education 
or none at all? 


Taxes But Not Roads 


Senate-House conferees have settled on a 
compromise tax bill which does not alter 
revenue in the coming fiscal year, offers a 
suggestion of tax cuts in the following year, 
and does not solve the critical highway prob- 
lem in any way. 

The House had passed a bill merely ex- 
tending Korean war excise and corporate in- 
come taxes. The Senate then tried amend- 
ments repealing the wartime 10 per cent rates 
on transportation and communications. The 
conferees suggest cutting the transportation 
tax in half a year from now, and eliminating 
the communications tax only on local phone 
calls at the same time. This plan protects the 
President’s closely balanced budget for the 
1960 fiscal year, and presumably will avoid a 
veto of the tax bill. 

But so far Congress has been unable to de- 
cide how to replenish the highway trust fund 
which supports the new interstate road pro- 
gram and which is running out of money. 
Some Senators proposed diverting taxes on 
cars and trucks and parts which now go into 
general revenue to the trust fund. The Sen- 
ate refused to attach this proposal to the tax 
bill. Earlier the President recommended a 
114-cent increase in the federal gasoline tax 
of 3 cents a gallon. Speaker Rayburn says 
there is no hope for that, “period.” 

Unless Congress finds some way to replen- 
ish the highway fund, the superhighway pro- 
gram will reach a dead end in Missouri and 25 
other states by the close of the year. Short

Two Weeks of Grace 


Extension of the steel industry contract for 
two weeks at President Eisenhower's request 
gives the parties a last chance for fruitful 
bargaining. Both sides would be well advised 
to make the most of it. The country plainly 
expects a settlement without a strike, and a 
settlement that will avoid new inflationary 
pressures. 

Two weeks ago the President at a news 
conference spontaneously welcomed the sug- 
gestion of a fact-finding board to study the 
merits of the dispute from the public point 
of view. Not having been briefed, he thought 
this wag an “intelligent” idea. But since then 
he has been warned by cautious officials that 
to find facts may smack of taking sides, and 
so he has backed away. His instinct was right. 

While the country will hope that the indus- 
try and the union can reach a satisfactory 
agreement without government aid, the his- 
tory of the negotiations to date does not 
warrant too much encouragement. In these 
circumstances, the Administration’s hesitation 
even to name a fact-finding board is merely 
a way of trying to avoid responsibility. The 
basic fact is that the Government cannot 
escape having an interest in this dispute, both 
in its peaceful settlement and in the right 
kind of settlement. If there is a strike the 
Government will have to intervene in some 
way. Much better to do so before a strike 
than after. 

We hope the industry and the union will, 
nevertheless, discharge their own responsi- 
bilities by moderating their extreme positions 
in behalf of a reasonable contract. The com- 
panies have been making far too large profits 
to sustain their argument against any wage 
increase whatever. The union cannot fairly 
demand an increase in employment costs so 
large as to force an inflationary price rise in 
steel. Indusirial statesmanship calls for 
reconciliation of the two sides’ interests in 
harmony with the national interest. 


Keep the Park a Bit Longer 


Nobody ever has disproved that bit of folk 
wisdom which urges a stitch in time. So 
when Edward M. Brooks, the professor of 
geophysics at St. Louis University whose fore- 
casts are valued by some of our townsmen, 
warns us that Forest Park may well be a 
breeder of tornadoes; it seems a matter of 
safety first to make that timely stitch. 


Prof. Brooks says Forest Park is dangerous 
because it is “a free place for air to start 
circulating.” Why overdo the cult of fresh 
air? Fill up the place, and give the winds 
no space. Hundreds of schemes have been 
proposed for filling the park. On with all of 
them! Vote a new anti-tornado bond issue. 

Of course, there are those who are under 
the impression that tornadoes descend on St. 
Louis from the distant regions of southwest- 
ern Suburbia. There is tangible evidence of 
considerable, damage done before a single 
tree in the park is uprooted. But doesn’t 
this expose the deviltry of Aeolus in a mis- 
chievous mood? He sends two storms, one to 
take over where the other leaves off. Just as 
one runs out of wind, another gets going 
in Forest Park—like a pair of relay racers. 
Still, Prof. Brooks is not quite sure, even if 
“two in the same place makes you wonder.” 
Perhaps it would be as well to spare the park, 
the monkey shows, the Muny Opera, the Jewel 
Box and the rest until there is more cause for 
wondering. It is nice in the dog days to have 
some air circulating. 


Nobel Scientists on Secrecy 


The best place to find out the effects of 
Government secrecy on scientific progress 
is among those scientists with outstand- 
ing reputations who have worked under Fed- 
eral security rules. The Senate Constitutional 
Rights Subcommittee adopted this course and 
obtained some illuminating information. 


In general, the views of 17 American Nobel 
prize-winning scientists were io the effect 
that secrecy rules were most harmful and 
senseless in basic research. They were less 
harmful and to some extent justified in the 
development field, where new discoveries are 
prepared for production. Practically all the 
scientists felt that American personnel should 
have unrestricted access to all fundamental 
scientific results. Government restrictions in 
private companies with Government contracts 
have, according to a consensus of the replies, 
caused much duplication of effort. 

As for the old bromide that a scientist who 
can show “a need to know” can generally cut 
through the secrecy swaddling, several of the 
scientists agreed that this was not so. How, 
they asked, can a need to know be shown 
when it is not known what the other fellow 
is working on? 

Thus more impressive evidence has been 
added to the mass of data which shows that 
over-repressive security measures stifle sci- 
ence. Scientists engaged in Government 
projects need the fullest possible measure of 
freedom. . 


Popular Eruption in Hawaii 


As in Alaska, so in Hawaii there were those 
who had a personal profit stake in keeping 
their territory out of the Union. For a gen- 
eration the adherents of territorial status 
tended to confuse Congress whenever the 
issue of admission came tp in Washington. 


On Sunday, Hawaii’s opponents of state- 
hood had their chance at the polls in the 
referendum on becoming the fiftieth state. 
They were snowed under, 132,938 to 7854— 
more than 17 to 1. If there had remained any 
doubt as to the eagerness of the residents of 
Hawaii for statehood, that volcanic eruption 
of favorable ballots ends it completely. 


Now Hawaii will proceed in a little less 
than a month to elect a Governor, two Sena- 
tors and one member of the House of Rep- 
resentatives. 

As Hawaii blends the races in activity of 
all kinds, a showcase in democracy at work is 
taking form in the mid-Pacific. A watchful 
world which has been disturbed by Arkansas 
and Mississippi will find reassurance in 
Hawaii. |

Can the Missouri Legislature Be Improved?

France, too, has had a similar system, 
as has Belgium. All have found it emi- 
nently satisfactory. 


As far as that goes, our municipal 
governments are one-house affairs. 

Theoretically, we admit, the system 
of “‘checks and balances” which be- 
long to the bicameral Legislature, is 
ideal. But that is only theoretically so. 
Look at the facts, one of which is quite 
inescapable: that generally staté Leg- 
islatures are looked upon as rather 
sorry affairs, easy to corrupt, clumsy 
in enactment, slow to move to action 
when action is indicated, difficult to 
control from the grassroots level. 

The cure, we are repeatedly told, is 
to raise salaries for legislators—to.en- 


' tice better men to the field. But is 


that a cure? We tried it fairly recently, 
and it didn’t work in Missouri. Other 
states have tried it; and it didn’t help 
there, either. 


Look at the sorry record of the past 
Legislature, then think back to records 
not much better of its predecessors. 
Ask yourself: When has Missouri had 
a really outstanding Legislature or 
legislative session? We can’t 
one; can you? 

This is not an out-and-out plea for a 
unicameral body to write our state’s 
laws—we haven't really given it much 
thought until lately, would want to 
think more about it, hear more argu- 
ments pro and con before taking a 
definite stand.

Between Book Ends A Chamber of Horrors 


THE BODY’S CAGE, by Benjamin 
DeMott. (Atlantic-Little, Brown, 303 
pgs., $4.) 


This first novel presents a Chamber 
of Horrors in a Southern setting, with 
almost unrelieved starkness. An old 
man dying of cancer; a mother pros- 
trated with dipsomania; her daughter, 
who gets brain 
fever when her 
parents burn up 
in a fire set by 
a Negro woman; 
this same 
daughter’s 12-year- 
old daughter Emi- 
ly, who is dying of 
tuberculosis, but 
who could be 
saved if she had 
proper medical 
care, are all figures in this wax works. 


But the central ‘story concerns a 
teen-age boy, Kimball Pick, who 
spends most of the book trying to save 
his sister Emily and learning terrible 
things about his family. 

Long ago, James Pick, Kimball's 
father, had felt nothing but relief 
when he had been turned down as a 
suitor for the hand of rich Elsie Por- 
ter. But Stewart Chithero and more 
importantly Meta, Stewart’s religious 
fanatic, faith-healer wife, feel other- 
wise.

‘Defeats 
Blair, 6-5, 


An Final

Contrary to the tradition that 
winners are expected to speak of 


their sports futures in glowing 
phrases—“I’m on my way now!” 


—Missouri’s new amateur golf 
champion, Jimmy Jackson, talks 
more like a business man whose 


hobby is golf. 

After his 6 and 5 victory over 
Jim Tom Blair yesterday at 
Greenbriar, 36-year-old Jackson 
said it is doubtful that he will 
return this season to the big am- 
ateur tournaments where he 
gained a national reputation a 
few years ago. 

“Oh, I'd like to play in all of 
them if I had the time,” said the 
trim and popular Jackson. ‘But 
unfortunately I am not one of 
those amateurs who can pack up 
and travel to the distant meets 
any time he chooses. I intend to 
play in the District this year, for 
the first time since 1951, but that 
will probably be it.” 

Jackson, who has risen from 
salesman to sales manager for 
the bag manufacturing concern 
where he has long been em- 
ployed, appeared to have his 
third state golf championship in 
the bag by the noontime inter- 
mission in the scheduled 36-hole 
final. Though he made only two 
birdies during the first 18 holes, 
he led Blair by four. 

Cuts Lead to Two-Up. 

Jim Tom fought gamely to re- 
duce Jackson’s lead. On the 
final hole of the opening round 
he got a birdie four, but Jackson 
also made a four. 

Jackson’s lead was narrowed 
on the second hole of the after- 
noon action when he rimmed a 
three-foot putt for a bogey. When 
his tee shot on No. 5 went into 
the sand and he couldn’t dig out 
in two tries, Jackson conceded 
a birdie to Blair and the gover- 
nor’s son trailed by only two. 


That was as close as the 
match ever got, however. Blair 


went into the rough and bogeyed | 


par three No. 7 for the second 
time in the day, saw Jackson 
sink a 30-foot putt to birdie No. 
8, and went into the rough on 
No. 10 as he bogeyed that one. 
Jackson was five up. 

Time ran out for Blair on 
27-yard No. 13 when Jackson’s 
drive floated in as though 
guided by radar and settled 
Jess than four feet from the pin. 
Jim Tom’s drive went over the 
green and when he missed a 
desperation attempt to hole out 
he conceded the hole and there- 
by the championship. 

Real Championship Form. 

Both played the caliber of 
golf worthy of a state final. 
Blair was four strokes over par 
in the morning and two over for 
the 13 afternoon holes, while 
Jackson matched par in the 
morning and went one over 
while clinching victory on the 
partial round. 

The victory gave Jackson pos- 
session of a cup that has been 
in competition since 1927, the 
Lloyd F. Crouch Trophy, on 
which he, Blair and several 
others had two legs as result of 
double victories in the Missouri 
tournaments. Jackson won pre- 
viously in 1951 and 1954, while 
Blair’s triumphs were in 1952 
and 1955. 

Competition for permanent 
ownership of the James B. Black 
Trophy will begin next year 
when the state meet will be held 
at the Blue Hills course in Kan- 
sas City. This award, named for 
the man who won the state 
championship in 1941 and died | 
five years later, at 
31, was donated a decade ago 
by his parents, the late Dr. and 
Mrs. John Black, of St. Louis. 
Although names of winners of 
the state title since 1948 are on 
the trophy, these triumphs will 
not count toward the necessary 
three legs. 

Failure to take home the 
Crouch Trophy was just one of 
the disappointments for 28-year- 
old Blair, who had begun the 
day so promisingly—with a 110- 
yard shot from the rough that 
landed three feet from the cup 
and enabled him to win Hole 
No. 1 with a birdie—and which 
had become so misery-filled as 
it progressed. 

As an obviously disheartened 
Blair said when accepting his 
second-place award, however, 
“Naturally you always want to 
win yourself, but nobody has to 
walk away with his head down 
when he loses to Jimmy Jack- 
son.”

_thermore, such growth is neces- 
sary for maintaining our in- 
creasing standard of living and 
our national security. 

Among the subjects on which 
we are working because of their 
importance to the efficiency and 
productivity of the economy are: 

Tax reform. A certain amount 
of revenue raised in one way 
may interfere far more with ef- 
ficiency and productivity than 
the same amount raised in an- 


other way. Some taxes make it 
profitable for people to devote 
energy and ingenuity to avoiding 
tax liabilities, rather than to de- 
vote their efforts to doing the 
most useful things they can in 
the most efficient ways. Tax re- 
forms are needed to promote 
economic growth. The “time in 
the foreseeable future when 
needed tax reforms can be ac- 
complished,” to which you 
looked forward in your State of 
the Union Message, can perhaps 
be realized soon; for, if the line 
can be held on the Administra- 
tion’s budget, tax revenues 
should more than meet current 
expenditures. This will provide 
the margin needed to provide 
for reduction in the debt and ab- 
sorb any temporary losses of 
revenue caused by shifting to 
rates which, by improving in- 
centives, will enlarge the tax 
base. Studies are now under 
way with a view to proposing 
changes in our tax laws at the 
appropriate time. 


Our competitive position in 
foreign markets. A_ significant 
part of our total employment 
depends on exports. If we price 
ourselves out of foreign markets 
we price ourselves out of jobs, 
and our prosperity and econom- 
ic growth will be hampered. 
Several Government agencies are 
studying this problem, includ- 
ing the Departments of State, 
Commerce, and Labor, the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board, and the 
Council of Economic Advisers. 
On the basis of these and other 
studies the committee will issue 
a report with recommendations. 

Government regulations affect- 
ing industry. Many government 
regulations, formulated by regu- 
latory agencies, by administra- 
tiye agencies, or by legislation, 
were originally established under 
very different conditions to pro- 
tect the public against exploita- 
tion that is now virtually elimi- 
nated by technological develop- 
ments. Some of these regulations 
have costly side effects, by seri- 
ously reducing productivity or 
causing inefficiency. There is 
need for a thorough review look- 
ing toward elimination of regu- 
lations which retard economic 
growth. Several studies have 
been initiated to explore the 
modifications needed to encour- 
age economic growth. 


Under existing obsolete laws, 


price supports on a few favored 
crops are inflationary through 
their enormous costs. They also 
contribute to raising the prices 
that consumers must pay for 
food and for goods made from 
agricultural raw materials. Our 
export subsidies required by law 
handicap our own industries by 
making American-grown raw 
materials available more cheaply 
to foreign competitors than to 
American manufacturers. The 
expenditures of the programs go 
largely to comparatively few 
large producers, and to indus- 
tries only remotely connected 
with farming. The committee 
will conduct special studies 
leading to recommendations for 
changes designed to alleviate the 
major inflationary effects of ex- 
isting programs. 

Practices of labor and business. 


Excessive concentration of pow- 
er in the hands of labor or busi- 
ness results in practices which 
are contrary to the public. inter- 
est. Such practices reduce effi- 
ciency and productivity, and 
they create inflationary pres- 
sures. Remedies for these prac- 
tices should be sought through 
eliminating the power to injure 
the public interest, rather than 
through public control or review 
of the decisions of businesses, of 
unions ,or of collective bargain- 
ing. The committee will exam- 
ine and report on the extent to 
which concentrations of power 
in labor and business contribute 
to inflation or impede economic 
progress. 

Public understanding. One of 


the functions assigned to this 
committee in the State of the 
Union Message is to “‘strive to 
build a better public understand- 
ing of the conditions necessary 
for maintaining growth and 
price stability.” As part of our 
work on that assignment we 
shall from time to time issue 
reports on various facets of the 
broad problem of economic 
growth and price stability.

NAZI TALKS OF. 


DIVIDING NATIONS 


WASHINGTON, June 29 (AP) 
—During the Nazi-Soviet pact in 
the early days of World War II, 
Russia and Germany reached 
the stage of discussing how they 
would carve up a large part of 
the world. 

In once-secret documents 
made public over the weekend 
by the State Department, Rus- 
sia was pictured as interested 
in acquiring territory in Fin 


land, Eastern Turkey, Iran, | 


Afghanistan and the Far East. | 


No definite agreement was 
reached between the two totali- 
tarian countries on staking out 
territory, but “each government 
now thoroughly understood the 
interests and the desires of the 
other,” the papers say. | 

Even as these talks were go- 
ing on in 1940, other reports | 
said Adolf Hitler’s staff was 
preparing plans to invade Rus- 
sia. He did so in June 1941, and 
lived to regret it. 

Soviet Premier Joseph Stalin 
was said to be unwilling to go 
to war against Germany as 
long as Hitler’s military might 
was unimpaired. The Nazi in- 
vasion forced his hand. 

Revealed by Ambassador. 

Laurence A. Steinhardt, then 
United States ambassador to 
Moscow, cabled President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt on Nov. | 
19, 1940, about negotiations in | 
Berlin between the Germans 
and Soviet Foreign Minister V. 
M. Molotov. Steinhardt said he 
got the information from a high- 
ly reliable source. 

The ambassador said Molotov 
told the Nazis ‘“‘that the Soviet 
government understood that un- | 
der present conditions the only 
agreements of any value in in- 
ternational affairs were those 
providing for the acquisition of 
territories of strategic or eco- 
nomic importance... 

“Molotov had made an excel- 
lent impression in Berlin... 
Hitler and other German offi- 
cials had met his frankness with 
equal frankness and had made 
it quite clear to him that Ger- 
many was prepared to take in- 
to consideration any legitimate 
Soviet territorial aspirations in 
any part of the world.” | 

The State Department docu- 
ments throw light into other 
dark corners of those World War 
Il days. The general outlines of 
what happened are almost an- 
cient history now, but some of 
the details are new and inter- 
esting. 

Diplomatic Bargaining. 


Following are some highlights: 

1. Russia asked Japan for 
southern Sakhalin and other Pa- 
cific islands as the price of a 
non-aggréssion pact between the 
two countries. 


Japan thought the price was, 
too high and refused. Russia 
ended up with the islands it 
wanted anyway as the spoils of | 
war at the end of the conflict. 
It still has them. 


2. In June 1940, when the 
Nazis were marching toward | 
Paris, Winston Churchill secret- 
ly wrote Roosevelt that he had 
found a young French general 
who was strongly against sur- 
render. His name: Charles de 
Gaulle. 

3. King Leopold of Belgium, 
who was called a traitor by 
French newspapers for surren- 
dering to the Nazis, felt a need 
to explain his action in a secret 
message to Roosevelt. 


“Yesterday our last means of | 


resistance were broken under 
the weight of a crushing superi- 
ority of forces and aviation,” 
Leopold wrote. . . « No, one 
has the right to sacrifice useless- 
ly human life.”

4. Under Secretary of State 
Sumner Welles, in a secret re- 
port to Roosevelt in 1940, said 
he found Benito Mussolini 
boring under some tremendous 
strain; physical, unquestionably, 
for he has procured a new and 
young Italian mistress only 10 
days ago.”

In this ode 
to the defense of virtue, as exemplified by 
Shirley MacLaine as a wide-eyed girl from 
Wilkes-Barre adrift in the big town, there is 
one spontaneous laugh after another, light- 
hearted sophistication, and the sure touch of 
agile romantic comedy. I’m happy to report 
it is bound to rate as one of the best com- 
edies of the year. 

Miss MacLaine, starting out at a hotel for girls bitterly 
called “the nunnery” by its inmates, comes across a couple 
of species wolfus New Yorkus in Rod Taylor and Jim Backus, 
up working for a research agency run by the 
down-to-business David Niven, who has a real pro-wolf for a 
brother in playboy Gig Young. Miss MacLaine enlists the 
help of Mr. Niven in trying to lure Gig into proposing mar- 
riage. Research techniques are employed—the appeal to the 
subconscious of the buyer. “Hit him below the level of his 
awareness,” says Mr. Niven firmly. This involves Niven 
taking out a hundred or so girls in Gig’s little black book, a 
not-unpleasant duty, to find out just what their appeal is, so 
it can all be combined in Shirley. 

It’s a cute idea and it’s executed with a consistent flow 
of refreshingly funny dialogue—George Wells, who turned out 
the screenplay from a book by Winifred Wolfe, must have 
been inspired, because he’s never done anything this adroit 
before. Veteran comedy director Chuck Walters has shaped it 
all together with a knowing hand. ' 

But the crux of the matter is Miss MacLaine. She’s per- 
fect for the role. She’s priceless. This combination of naivete 
and enthusiastic gaucheries, a pixie face and a chorus girl’s 
body, makes a first-rate comedienne, one of the few good new 


female film discoveries, and the best light comedienne since’ 


Carole Lombard. She has that rare attribute of being very 
human and a little pathetic while making you shake with 
laughter. Messrs. Niven and Young are, of course, tops at 
this sort of light stuff and they’ve never been better. Taylor 
is amusing as a wolf of devious and subtle approach. The 
production is slick; and well constructed, too, in such aspects 
as Claire Kelly as a high-living apartment mate. 


Diener Fairy Tale 

JUST GOTTEN AROUND to Walt Disney's elaborate 
and expensive color cartoon film, “SLEEPING BEAUTY,” at 
the PAGEANT and must say it is beautiful in its wide-screen 
Technirama-70 process, and has many highly imaginative 
drawings in its depiction of the fairy tale. The artists are at 
their best in the fight of the prince with the fiery dragon. 
It doesn’t have, however, the high whimsical comedy values 
of “Snow White,” and several other Disney cartoons, and its 
songs, while pleasant, aren’t as catchy as some from the 
Disney stable. The smaller kids, I am sure, will love it. 


More Japanese Monsters 

THE JAPANESE, who so efficiently copy the products of 
Western culture, are going great guns on monster pictures. 
“The Mysterians”’ has just finished at Loew’s State when along 
comes “GIGANTUS,” at the FOX. This doesn’t have nearly 
the scope nor the production values of ‘‘The Mysterians,”” and 
is fairly mediotre. Who's afraid of monsters out of the misty 
past by now? They’re a dime a dozen, and the only new 
thing about these huge new dragons is that they breathe fire. 

But I do think we ought to have a new approach to mon- 
sters from outer space or those who arise out of the primeval 
ooze. First thing everybody does is try to shoot them. First 
small-arms fire, then bazookas, cannon, missiles and atomic 
bombs. Is that nice? No wonder the monsters go around 
destroying things and gobbling up people. Why not treat them 
with loving-kindness and get them on our side? I suggest 
that the next monster who comes to visit us be allowed to sit

Britain’s “Angriest Young Man’ Sounds Off 


W hat is England’s angriest 
young man like when he’s 
kicking over the traces of 
tradition? Here's a timely 
look at probably the only 
English playwright to be 
booed in the streets of 
London by indignant crowds.

LONDON, June 29 (AP). 

In this kingdom of convention, 
cold toast, pageantry and police 
manners, playwright John Os- 
borne stands out like a young 
rogue camel running amok in 
a peaceful oasis. 

With his long upper lip, super- 
cilious smile and snooty tilt to 
his handsome head, Osborne 
even looks like a dromedary. 

Not surprisingly, he drives the 
natives nuts with his literary 
thrashings-about. 

Listen to Osborne on several 
subjects, some of them dear to 
the English heart: 

The Chureh — “During the 
past 50 years the Church has re- 
peatedly ducked every moral 
issue that has been thrown at 
its head — poverty, unemploy- 
ment, Fascism, war, South Afri- 
ca, the H-bomb and so on. It 
has lived in an atmosphere of 
calm, casual funk.’’ 

On the Royal Family—‘No- 
body can seriously pretend that 
the royal round of gracious 
boredom .. . the ancient fatu- 
ity . .. is politically useful or 
morally stimulating. 

“As for ship launchings, the 
polo games, the night clubs with 
well-bred nobodies, the TV ap- 
pearances, the endless concen- 
tration on the race courses, the 
Christmas day set-cant; are these 
the riches of a healthy culture?”’ 


The British Broadcasting 
Corp.—‘‘Staffed by highly trained 
palace lackeys with graveyard 
voices and ponderous language, 
as nourishing and useful as wax 
fruit under a glass case.” 

Prime Minister Harold Mac- 
millan’s Conservative Party—‘‘A 
class of inept deceivers full of 
arrogance, whose testing of the 
H-bomb was the most debased 
criminal swindle in British his- 
tory.” 

On the Labor Party—‘‘Social- 
ism is about people living to- 
gether, and the sooner the lead- 
ers of the Labor party stop argu- 
ing about sugar and cement and 
wake up to the fact the better.” 

On Britain, His Homeland— 
‘‘We live in an island of sancti- 
mony, without any vital culture 
of our own (this we are forced 
to borrow from America), with- 
out any moral dynamic of our 
own, and still responding to the 
same tired, grubby symbols 
handed out to us by the dead- 
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heads who write political mani- 
festos, make films and produce 
plays.” 

When Osborne’s latest and 
most ambitious play, ‘‘The World 
of Paul Slickey,” dropped its 
curtain on opening night, it was 
booed, hissed—and applauded. 

As the elegantly dressed Os- 
borne left the theater by a side 
door he was greeted by a biast 
of bbos from crowds outside. 


“IT must be the first English 
playwright to have been booed 
in the streets,” he observed. 
“That was ugly. Their motive 
was a form of disinterested 
malice. It was like a lynching 
mob.” 

John Osborne !s a highly sensi- 
tive young man of considerable 
talent and feeling with a knack 
for stinging dissent. 

His father was a commercial 
artist who died when John was 
quite young. The boy and his 
mother of the very poor. 

When a schoolmaster slapped 
young Osborne for what he 
thought was his insolence, the 
lad slapped him back. He was 
kicked out of school. 

Three years ago he was a 
wifeless, out-of-work actor, the 
author of several plays which

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few had liked and none had ac- 
cepted for presentation. 

Then he hit with a bundle of 
bitterness called “Look Back in 
Anger.” 

It made a big noise in London. 
In New York the play also en- 
joyed success. 

Osborne followed this up with 
“The Entertainer” on the British 
and American stage. Sir Lau- 
rence Olivier actually asked to 
play the role of Archie Rice 
in the play. 

This was followed by “Epi- 
taph for George Dillon” and 
finally, ‘‘The World of Paul 
Slickey,” in which Osborne un- 
dertook the highly tehnical task 
of turning it into a musical. 

Whatever else has happened in 
the three years since ‘Look 
Back,’’ Osborne became a reia- 
tively rich man with a beautiful 
actress wife, Mary Ure. 

In his plays, moneymaking is 
one of the most destructive 
habits his characters can ac- 
quire. But he’s making it so 
fast that he has five companies. 

“Of course I enjoy money,” he 
says. “Anyone who says he 
doesn't is a fool.” 

Osborne says he’s tired of be- 
ing called an angry young man.

Definition of Hernia 


“Dear Dr. Molner: Will you explain a hiatal 
hernia? Is there any permanent cure? Can it de- 
velop into a much more serious condition? Is surgery 
always necessary?” 


A hiatal hernia has very little in common with what we 
eall a “hernia” or “rupture.’’ Either term, of course, really 
means nothing more nor less than a break, or opening,’ in 
a membrane. i 

A hiatal hernia (or hitaus hernia) is being diagnosed more 


* often now than it used to be. Is it more common? I don’t 
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think so. But our methods of diagnosis are constantly im- 
proving. X-ray is becoming more exact, and the sum total 


; of medical knowledge keeps growing. 


Anyway, you know what the diaphragm is. It’s a muscu- 
lar wall which divides the body, more or less at the “‘bottom”’ 
of the lungs. Alternately tensing and relaxing, this muscular 
wall is what lets us breathe, first drawing air into the lungs, 
then expelling it. 

The digestive canal has to pass through this wall. At 
this point (as at any dividing point) it is possible, although 
not probable, that a flaw, or weak point, may occur. 


This is a “hiatal hernia.’’ The intestinal tube, or 
plumbing, or whatever you want to call it, gets a 
small fold, or curleycue, and this becomes an irritable 
or sensitive spot. : 

The symptoms are almost, but not quite, identical 
with those of an ulcer. It’s a irritable, or sensitive 
spot, as I just said. 

Can it be “cured”? Well, it’s not always a dan- 
gerous sort of thing. It’s more of a nuisance. If, by 
the same sort of treatment that is used with millions 
of ulcers, you can keep from irritating it, you can 
keep the critical spot comfortable and calmed down. 
That’s the answer! 


If it happens to be a very severe case, persistent pain 
or bleeding, there may be no satisfactory answer except sur- 
gery. But surgery isn’t always needed. It isn’t needed in 
most cases. 

Sane diet, and keeping your nerves from getting out of 
hand, and understanding the cause of the trouble—these make 
the complete answer in the majority of cases. 


MOLNER: Is there any harm in taking ep- 
som~-salts? Someone told me they were good for high blood 
pressure. I have been taking them every other day.

“Someone” probably “learned” this from ‘‘a friend,”’ who 
overheard it on a horse car. It will not do one feeble thing 
to correct high blood pressure, but taken ever other day such 
a remedy can certainly irritate your innards. By “innards,”

MISS SALLY Schweigert, who 
lives near Ste. Genevieve, Mo., 
has upset tradition and revita- 
lized chivalry in the predomi- 
nantly male life at busy National 
Stockyards near East St. Louis. 

She is the only woman cattle 
truck driver who makes regu- 
larly-scheduled trips to the pens. 

Three days a week she starts 
out from her home at 3:30 in the 
morning to collect cattle con- 
signed by local farmers for de- 
livery and sale at the yards 80 
miles away. 

Of course, there are a few 
farm women who bulldoze cattle 
and drive trucks as an occasion- 
al substitute for a busy husband 
without attracting too much at- 
tention. 

But Sally is 20 years old, pret- 
ty, personable—and unmarried. 


This circumstance and these 
attributes alone would be suffi- 
cient to arouse interest. But 
admiration and respect follow 
when truckers watch her slide 
her 5-foot, 2-inch frame behind 
the wheel of her six-ton truck 
and exert all of her 102 pounds 
to maneuver the 20-feet-long 
truck. 

Evidence of their esteem is 
furnished by eager hands and 
strong backs ready to help -with 
the loading of 100-pound bags of 
feed and other heavy commodi- 
ties Sally hauls back to the 
farmers. 

One day, however, a checker 
at a loading dock waved Sally’s 
truck to the head of the line 
according to the prevailing gen- 
eral agreement and procedure. 
One trucker, on his first trip 
to the yards, objected. As a re- 
sult the checker suffered a black 
eye and the newcomer was made 
uncomfortable. 

To avoid similar fights, Sally 
let it be known that she would 
prefer to be treated as any other 
driver. Outwardly the regular 
drivers have given dutiful but 
indulgent obeisance to this re- 
quest while still getaining for 
themselves their role of bene- 
factors. 

Sally has been driving alone 
to the yards for the past four 
years. 

“I started to make these trips 
here when I was about 12 years 
old,” she explains. ‘‘Mother in- 
sisted I go with Daddy to keep 
him awake. One _ morning, 
though, he fell asleep while driv- 
ing. 
got him awake. Then he told 
me to take over. I had been 
driving an old truck around the 
farms for a couple of years be- 
fore that,” she adds hastily. 

Sally copes with 12 gears and 
24,000 pounds of metal and live- 
stock without the aid of power- 
operated gadgets or other 
modern mechanical devices. Her 
only concession to her job and 
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Everybody around the National Stockyards in 


East St. Louis knows Sally and they all like her.
